The French bourgeois, in 
the general's opinion, makes the ideal 
soldier because Avar has been almost 
an instinct in his blood since the days 
of Napoleon. 
General Bridges praised 
the French army in the highest terms

enemies, a feeling that was more than 
friendship and that was almost a love 
match. 
General Bridges will consult 
with all American army officers and 
has a mass of detailed information to 
place at their disposition.

From the clay in which, it was decided that the sum of $225,000 
'would be ample to give Fort Wayne a municipal assembly hall of a 
size, appointments and architectural character that would answer 
every public need and reflect credit on the community there has been 
a train of events that constantly decreased the purchasing power of 
that much money. 


To begin with, the sum decided upon as sufficient was determined 
by the probability that nothing would have to be spent for a building 
site. Public opinion declined to accept any situation that the city it- 
self had to offer, either on the municipal ground along Clinton street 
or in any of the parks. Thirty-five thousand dollars already has gone 
for a site that itself is inadequate for the purpose,though the location 
is most eligible. 


Since the financial plans were mae the costs of labor and building 
materials have constantly risen. They are higher today than ever and 
. the prospect seems certain that the peak has not been reached. 


All things taken together, it is no exaggeration to say that an 
assembly hall possible of realization from the funds available can at 
best be but 50 per cent, of the building that was in mind Avhen the pro- 
ject first took defnite form. "Will such a result be a realization of the 
public ambition and enterprise that gave impulse to this project and 
dictated an almost unanimous declaration of purpose when the bond 
issue was voted on? 


We believe there ought to be delay of this enterprise until normal 
times and conditions return. It will deprive Fort Wayne of the use of 
the assembly hall for a period, but what the community has made 
^hift to get along without for decades it can get along without for an- 
other year or two. The gain 
be great and disappointment will be 
escaped. 


Doing Well-Do

Better 


Fort WajTie is responding well to the country's call for greater 
food production, but the response should be general. This is the one 
material and direct way in which everybody can add something to the 
nation's resources of defense in a crisis when defense will be put to the 
test.

It should be borne in mind that America, in common with the rest 
of the world, has a serious food shortage. The necessity of greater 
food production was acute and perfectly clear before the advent of 
war made an increase of foodstuffs an imperative condition of nation- 
al security. Now that war has put the nation under stern compulsion 
to defend itself in every way that can add to the national security, in- 
crease of food crops .transcends the mere question of economic wisdom 
and becomes an inescapable duty of patriotism. 


This task of duty is not one that entails any sacrifice. Every man 
and woman and boy and girl who engages in this work will get the 
benefit of it Those who merely raise food crops for their own consump- 
tion will save money by it and those who raise food crops for the 
market will make money by it. Every pound of food thus produced 
will add that much to the country's defensive resources and make 
America stronger and greater and more useful to a whole world that 
is suffering from the shortage of food. 


Fort Wayne is doing well, but must do still more. Those who have 
soil of their own and are able to cultivate it should do so. Those who 
have soil and are unable or unwilling to work upon it owe the use of it 
to those who will make it produce. 


Germany's future will be determined largely by the character of 
the counsel that the ruling powers accept in this crisis 6f war and pol- 
itics. If the word of the Reventlows is to stand above the aspirations 
and demands of the great mass of the people in whom the spirit of 
democracy has been stirred and quickened, the future will not be 
happy for the people nor secure for the dynasty.

Say Grain Used in Making 
Booze is Needed for 
Food Purposes. 


Washington, April 24.—If the action 
of the democratic caucus favoring war 
prohibition threw the liquor interests 
into consternation, as the report goes, 
it also brought to the prohibition ranks 
a large number of prominent and in- 
fluential men who are in favor of the 
dry policy during the war on strictly 
business and economic grounds. 


"I am firmly convinced," said F. A. 
Vanderlip, of the National City bank, 
of New York, "that a national prohi-i 
bition measure would be of transcend- 
ant importance in its effect upon na- 
tional spirit, conserving and increasing 
our food supply, releasing labor for 
other productive channels when the 
need is acute. 
The plants could be 
quickly turned to industrial uses for 
which the need is so pressing." 


Howard Elliott, president of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad said: "Favor national prohibi- 
tion during the war. Effect on health, 
efficiency and economy would be very 
great." 


David R. Forgan, president of the 
National City bank, of Chicago: "Pro- 
hibition during the war would help 
meet the food crisis, promote health 
and efficiency. I am for it." 


Gov. Brumbaugh, of Pennsylvania: 
"Absolutely for war prohibition. Con- 
ditions demand it." 


Gov. Alexander, of Idaho: 
"Ex- 
perience demonstrates prohibition one 
of the greatest economic measures. 
Am very much for it." 


Gov. Catts, of Florida: 
"National 
prohibition would prevent serious dis- 
eases in army, save food and increase 
production." 


Gov. Bilbo, of Mississippi: 
"The 
crisis of war demands eyery man at 
his best. I am for nationàl war pro- 
hibition." 


Gov. Capper, of Kansas: 
"Patriot- 
ism demands it." 


Gov. Harris, of Georgia, has called 
a conference of all governors to meet 
in the city of Washington, May 4th to 
consider what action the states should 
take to meet the food crisis, and fortfy 
for the strain that war will impose on 
all their resources.

Melbourne, Australia, April 24.— 
Rabbit-trapping and exportation of 
refrigerated rabbits has experienced a 
boom as a result of the war. 
Hereto- 
fore the rabbita have been a curse to 
Austrajia 
and 
millions 
of 
pounds 
sterling have been expended in an ef- 
fort to eradicate them. 


Lately, however, the commonwealth 
authorities ha\^e been taking an ac- 
tive . interest in rabbits for consump- 
tion both in Australia and abroad. The 
view that tlie rabbit is a peat which 
should bo extirpated is not being en- 
couraged. 
Steps have been taken bj' 
thb government to have the poisoning 
of the animals suspended, and trap- 
pers are being urged to maintain the 
output for consumption. 


Undoubtedly this policy is a result 
of the tvar strain upon food supplies 
in Great Britain and among the other 
entente allies. 
A month or two ago 
the 
British government notified the 
commonwealth 
government 
that 
It 
had decided to buy the whole of the 
surplus of Australian refrigerated rab- 
bits 
for 
the 
season of 1917. 
The 
transaction will involve about |2,500,- 
000. 
Last season Australia exported 
10,296,000 pairs of rabbits, showing 
the extent of the supply which Great 
Britain has contracted to take.

World Republic Now in 
America. 


GEN.JOFFRE, HERO 


OF WAR, VISITOR 


Other Members of Party to 
War Council, Leaders 
of Their Nation. 


Washington, April 24.—Among the 
most notable figures in France are the 
members of the French mission, who 
have just set foot on American soil. 


At the head of the mission is Rene 
Viviani, minister of justice and vice 
president of the council of ministei-s, 
who embodies 
the 
highest type of 
French democracy. 
He is a progres- 
sive in every sense, belonging to the 
independent socialist party, which in- 
cludes such men as Painleve, Briand 
and Millerand. 
As minister of labor 
in the Clemenceau cabinet he passed 
the workers' pension law through par- 
liament. 


Other members 
of the party are: 
Marshal 
.Joseph 
Jacques 
Cesaire 
Joffi-e, 
commander-in-chief 
of 
the 
French armies until last 
December, 
now 
military adviser of the govern- 
ment; Vice Admiral P. L. A. Choche- 
prat, dean of French admirals, and an 
expert on submarine problems; Mar- 
quis Pierre De Chambrun. member of 
the chamber of deputies, and a .student 
of international affairs; M. Simon, in- 
spector of finances; M.Hovelacque, in- 
spector general of public instructions, 
and Surgeon Major Dreyfus. 


Vivlani's Career. 


On .Tune 14, 1914, Viviani. who is 
45 years old, succeeaed Gaston Roum- 
erque as president of the council of 
ministers and minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 
In that dual capacity he ac- 
companied 
President 
Poincaré on 
a 
special mission to Russia and only four 
days after their return to Paris, war 
Avas declared on France by Ciermany. 
It was primarily because Viviani wa.s 
a membei- of President Poincare's cab- 
inet when the war broke out that he 
has been retained, notwithstanding the 
mutations of F'rench politics, invoU'- 
ing extensive changes in the cabinet. 
The French people felt that to permit 
him to retire might be construed an 
evidence 
of 
their 
disapproval 
of 
France's entry into the war. 
Besides, 
there was inimense personal popular- 
ity for the man himself. 


A Marshal of P'raiu*^. 


Marshal .loffre is the only man in 
France since the clo.=e of the Fi-enrh- 
Prussian war in 1870, who has been 
Authorized to beai" the ilUistrious title 
of marshal of France and this dis- 
tinction was conferred 
on 
him by 
unanimous action of the French cham- 
ber in grateful 
recognition 
of 
his 
splendid services as a military trainer 
.n what probably was the most criti- 
cal moments in French hi.story. 
His 
officers and soldiers, however, scarcely 
know him by the distinguished title. 
To them he has been "Our .Joffre" or 
'Grandpa," since he led them to vic- 
:ory on the Marne and finally turned 
:he tide of the German invasion. 


Yet these familiar nicknames never 
conveyed to the 
French 
mind ajny 
sense of weakness. 
Beloved as he was 
ay hi.s soldiers, Joffre is in fact a strict 
iisciplinarian. 
His main concern, aft- 
er making all of his dispositions to 
secure victory, has been the protec- 
tion of the lives of his men. 
This was 
llustrated in a small, but important 
manner early in the war, when 
he 
ruthlessly disregarded the traditional 
French love for the famous red trous- 
ers and had them discarded for the 
present blue uniform. 
Common sense 
is i-ated as his distingui.^hing 
char- 
acteristic. 
He never permits himself 
to become excited under the most se- 
vere strain. 


Fouiiil Joffre Serene. 


In the darkest days of the war, in 
August, 1914, the minister of war paid 
a hasty visit to J off re's headquarters, 
then located 
in 
a 
small 
house at 
Romilly. behind the Marne. 


The German progress was still in 
full swing, yet the minister came back 
to Paris buoyed up with hope and sure 
of ultimate victory. 
For he had found 
the great general calm, serene and ab- 
solutely confident of the ability of his 
army to check the German invaders at 
that point, a promise abundantly re- 
deemed 
in his subsequent 
victories. 
Joffre was commander-in-chief of the 
French army at the beginning of the 
war and he remained in that position 
until December 
last, when he 
gave 
place to Gen. Nivelle to become mar- 
shal and military adviser of the gov- 
ernment. 


In responding to the call of active 
duty, his services are placed at the dis- 
posal of the American people, whom 
he comes to advise in the best way of 
organizing, disciplining, equipping and 
perhaps transporting to Europe 
the 
greatest army which the country has 
ever called into being. 


The marshal was born in 1852 at 
Rivesaltes, in the Pyrene.% of 
par- 
ents in the middle .station of life. 
At 
17 he became a student in the great 
French 
military 
.school, 
the 
Ecole 
Polytechnique. 
The PYajico-Prussian 
war in 1870 found him a subrlieutenant 
in the artillery defending a Paris fort. 
After the war he devoted some time to 
engineering works. His thorough mas- 
tery of military science, brought him 
rapid promotion and in 1911 he was 
vice president of the superior 
war 
council, chief of the general staff and 
practically head of the army. 
In that 
capacity he pushed the 1913 law for 
three years military service, which is 
now conceded to have been the; salvar^ 
tion of France."

T o Cut Duplication 


ot Railway Service 


Chicago, April 24.—Duplication 
of 
passenger service by different railroads 
between the same points at practically 
the same time is to be eliminated as 
far as possible if plans announced by 
operating officials of a number of the 
big trunk lines in conference here to- 
day can be successfully worked out. 
The elimination of unnecessary trains 


is for the purpose of conserving the 
facilities of the roads so that the best 
possible service be at the disposal of 
the government and also to economize 
by reducing operating expenses. 


Whether the change will be perma- 
nent has not been determined, as this 
is said to depend on how worliable the 
plans are after being tried. 


the French vice admirals and has a 
rank as high as can be obtained in the 
French na\T, as there is no admiral.

Admiral 
Cochreprat 
was borji 
in 
1855 and 
entered 
naval 
service 
in 
1871. 
His career has been especially 
brilliant. 
The war found him at the 
head 
of the flri3t squadron 
of 
the 
i'rench fleet, of which Admiral Lapey- 
rere was commander in chief. 
In this 
capacity he had to take part in the 
organization of the transportation of 
the immense number of troops success- 
fully carried 
through 
the 
Mediter- 
ranean to Gallipoli, considered one of 
the most brilliant feats of the French 
navy. 
He also took part with 
his 
squadron, 
commonly 
known 
as 
the 
"Dantons" 
in 
the 
blockade 
of 
the 
Adriatic in the early war. 
He is a 
grand officer of the Legion of Honor. 


A Grandson of Ijafayette. 


Americans hold in high esteem Mar- 
quis De Chantbrun. a member of the 
chamber of deputies, because he is a 
grandson of Lafayette of revolution- 
ary fame. 
He was born in Paris June 
11, 1865. 
After studying law he en- 
tered politics and in 1898 was elected 
deputy for the department fo Lozerre, 
which he has represented ever since. 
He centered his interests on foreign 
affairs and has become a notable au- 
thority in that line. 


Marquis De Chambrun is a son of 
the Marquis De Chambrun, who was 
legal adviser for many years of the 
French legation in Washington. 
The 
marquis spent his youth here and mar- 
ried Miss Rives Nichols, step-daughter 
of Bellamy Storer, one time member 
of congress and ambassador to Vienna 
in 
Roosevelt's 
administration. 
His 
brother, Comte Aldebert 
De 
Cham- 
brun, was formerly military 
attache 
in Washington and married a sister of 
Representative 
Nicholas 
Longworth. 
Another brother, Comte 
Charles 
De 
Chambrun. for six years was secretary 
of the embassy in Washington and is 
now first secretary of the French em- 
bas.sy in Petrograd. 


Noted as a Financier. 


M. Simon, inspector of finances, has 
an enviable reputation in France as an 
authority on 
finance. 
For a long time 
he was stationed in Mexico trying to 
adjust the extensive financial interests 
of French citizens in m a t country. He 
is also well known in financial circles 
of the United States. 


M. Hovelacqtje, inspector of public 
instruction, is well known in educa- 
tional circles in America. He is a grad- 
uate of the highest French university 
and is a great admirer of American 
institutions, particularly of the public 
school system. 
He has paid more than 
a dozen visits to the United States, the 
last one a year ago, making a special 
study of educational problems. 


Surgeon Majoi' Dreyfus is not the 
famous 
Major 
Dreyfus whose 
case 
nearly disrupted the French army a 
decade ago. 
He was a private prac- 
ticing physician at the beginning of 
the war when 
called 
into 
military 
service and attached closely to the per- 
son of General Joffre, whom he has 
accompanied on every trip to Eng- 
land, Italy and elsewhere.

Aid of the old family clock is to be 
sought in the city garden campaign. 
Another 
hour 
of 
sunshine 
for 
the 
sprouting potatoes and another hour 
for hoeing between the winding rows 
in the evening would be like stealing 
a forced march on the enemy, mem- 
bers of the food relief committee be- 
lieve. 


A committee of five "plant a lot" en- 
thusiasts will petition the city council, 
Tuesday night to turn the hands on 
grandfather's clock ahead an hour and 
thereby fool the old man time out of 
154 hours of daylight between now and 
the last of September. 


Members of the committee for ap- 
pealing for another hour of sunlight 
from the council are R. B. Hanna, S. 
F. Bowser, Superintendent of Schools 
J. N. Study, profe-ssor Loui.s Dorn, F. 
S. Hunting and Theodore F. Thieme. 


Advantage in the principal of mov- 
ing the clock come.s in the hour of 
daylight wliich clerk.s. and 
workmen 
would attain by going to work an hour 
earlier in the 
morning 
and quitting 
an hour sooner in the evening. 
Men 
who now leave the stores and shops at 
G o'clock, would be free at .'i o'clock 
under 
the 
new system. 
Of rour.se, 
they would be forced to greet the dawn 
an hour earlier in the morning. 


"It would be like the dear old farm." 
says one of the committee. 
"We could 
hear the birds sing in the morning and 
greet the sun before he becomes a fur- 
nace of fire. There would be refresh- 
ing air in the morning and an hour at 
night to get back to the soil." 


No Teamstersi. 


Not a teamster reported to (he food 
relief headquarters, 810 South Clinton 
street for service Tue.sday 
morning, 
despite the effort made on 
Monday 
to induce men with horses to assist 
in the cultivating campaign. 


Frank Hilgemann head of the food 
relief committee, wrote a personal let- 
ter to all teamsters of the city, who.se 
names he could procure, Tuesday. 
He 
asked them to report at a meeting to 
be held at the food relief office on 
Wednesday evening. 
He urged them 
to appear for work before that time if 
po.s.sible. 


Patriotic appeal is made to owners 
of work teams, in the communication 
from Hilgeman. 
The men are told 
that they owe it to the 
community 
and to their own families to assi.st in 
preparing the soil for better crops. 


Teamsters will be well paid for their 
work. 
The city council will appro- 
priate a fund for meeting expenses of 
cultivating the grounds 
of 
the city. 
Effort will be made to induce team- 
sters to quit their present lines of 
work for two days and allow their 
horses to march before the plow in a 
peaceful advance for the cause of hu- 
manity. 


To Till Car Yards. 


Frank Hilgemann and County Agent 
A. J. Hutchins addres.sed the work- 
men of the Pennsylvania car shops on 
Tuesday noon in behalf of more gar- 
den plots. 
They asked the men to put 
out potatoes in the ground near the 
east car yards and which belongs to 
the Penn.sylvania 
company. 


Pennsylvania railroad officials have 
offered to have the ground plowed for 
use if their men will put out small 
gardens in the now barren lots. 
Most 
of the men are heartily in favor of 
the plan. 
They can cultivate the lots 
at the noon hour, they say. 
There 
are more than 300 employes in" the 
east yard shops. 


An experienced farmer will be sent 
to the east yards on Wednesday noon 
to talk to the men about putting out 
their garden patches. 
There will be 
later talks to the men. 
The ground 
about the shops is of good gardening 
material, it is claimed. 


Hilgemann and Hutchins will ad- 
dress the men at the Lafayette street 
shops on Wednesday noon. 
They will 
attempt to stimulate added interest In 
home truck gardens. 


The meeting of members of the food 
relief committee, held at the 
head- 
quarters on Monday night, was mark- 
ed by enthusiasm. 
Delegates from the 
unions agreed to meet the committee 
on Tuesday night and to discuss plans 
for a grand celebration when a new 
flag is raised over the food relief head- 
quarters.

Treasury War Notes Are So 
Much in Demand More 
Will Come. 


ISSUE HEAVILY 


OVERSUBSCRIBED 


Amount Has Been Swelled 
from $200,000,000 to 
$250,000,000. 


Washington, D. C., April 24.-^Hea'vy 
over-subscription to. the first offering 
of the new government war securities 
has resulted in having the initial issue, 
which is in 3 per cent treasury certifi- 
cates maturing June 30 increased, from 
$200,000,000 to $250,000,000. 
The en- 
tire $250,000,000 thus offered to finan- 
cial institutions through the federal 
reserve banks already have been ab- 
sorbed. 
The determination to increase 
the first issue was announced today by 
Secretary McAdoo. 


President Wilson today signed the 
war bond bill authorizing the sale of 
five 
billion 
dollars 
in 
government 
bonds and two billion dollars in treas- 
ury certificates. 
CLARK SAYS 
BILL FAILS 


Speaker Predicts Death of 
Conscription Meas- 
ure. 


IS OPPOSED TO 


BILL HIMSELF 


Charge ^ade in^ House That 
Munitions Makers Are 
Pressing Bill. 


Washington, 
April 
24.—Speaker 
Clark opposed the seleective draft and 
predicted it never would pass congress 
today in receiving a delegation from 
the National Security League. 
Several 
hundred i)etitions, bearing a million 
name.s, a.sking congress to adopt the 
admini-stration plan were laid before 
the speaker. 
"Conscription never will 
pass, in my opinion," he said. 
"I am 
for letting the flower and youth of this 
country volunteer before we fasten the 
disgrace of a draft upon them. 
The 
war department is Jumping 
around 
trying to bulldoze people nto passing 
this bill, and I don't think they are 
going to do it." 


Cites Eurly Example. 


Representative 
Harrison, 
of 
Vir- 
ginia, arguing for conscription in the 
house debate on 
the 
administration 
army bill today, quoted from a letter 
from Thomas 
Jefferson 
in 1813 
to 
.fames onroe, urging that the country 
"try and classify the whole of its citi- 
zenship." 
Representative 
Chandler, 
of New York, insisted Jefferson did 
not 
necessarily 
mean 
conscription. 
"The very next year after that letter 
was written," remarked 
Representa- 
tive Osborne, of California, "this coun- 
try not having heeded its advice, the 
British 
invaded 
Washington 
and 
burned this very capítol." 


When the senate resumed 
debate. 
Senator Chamberlain, in charge of the 
bill, said he would noto seek to fix a 
time for a vote tomorrow. 


Senator La Follette, of Wisconsin, 
offered an amendment for later dis- 
cussion to establish a system of tri- 
bunals, local, state and national, to de- 
termine exemptions from draft. 


A charge that conscription 
propa- 
ganda is being conducted by stockhold- 
ers of munitions plants was made by, 
Representative Anthony, 
of 
Kansas, 
republican member 
of 
the 
military 
committee. 
He advocated the volun- 
teer system. 


Criminal Negligence. 


If the country were really confront- 
ed with invasion, he said, the admin- 
istration bill "would be little short of 
criminal 
negligence," 
because 
six 
months elapse before the 
first 
con- 
script would be able to come into the 
training camps. 
Accordingly he said 
the committee majority was providing 
machinery for immediate raising of an 
additional army of 500,000 volunteers 
and in three months would have that 
army in process of training or fully 
trained. 


"Did 
not the secretary 
of 
war," 
asked Representative Kahn, "say that 
he would not í)e able to equip the vol- 
unteers within three months?" 


"Oh, yes,", 
replied 
Mr. Anthony, 
"but I consider that statement unwar- 
ranted. 
I reminded the secretary that 
he did have sufficient guns and enough 
equipment."

British Expedition, After 
Desert, Revels in Sight 
of Green. 


GRASS AND TREES 
AND WAVING GRAIN 


Occupation Opens a New 
Era in the History of 
the East. 


With the British Forces in Palestine, 
April 2.—(Correspondence of The As- 
sociated Press.)—It is over two months 
since the British 
entered 
El-Arish, 
which geographically and historically 
is the gate of Palestine, and the force 
of the advance has 
now 
put 
them 
ilrmly on the soil of the Holy Land. 


Progress from 
the 
sands 
of 
the 
desert to the sown land was gradual 
and was marked by 
three 
separate 
stages. 
The first ended at 
El-Burg, 
bringing the troops to the region of the 
grass. 
After a year of yellow sand the 
green vi.stas were sootyiing and refresh- 
ing to the eyes, especially with the re- 
lief afforded by the Tamarisk 
trees 
rising between the sand dunes. 
The 
second stage 
was 
from 
El-Burg to 
Sheik-Zoweid, markmg the transition 
from the green meadows to a land of 
barley 
fields. 
Sheik-Zoweicl Is a mud 
village, but boast.«? a fruitful orchard 
with a cactus hedge such as surrounds 
every place of fruitfulness in Pales- 
tine.^ The orchard's blossoms were a 
joy . to the eyes of thousands of men 
who had seen no sign of spring for 
two years past 


Roach Coimtry of Wheat. 


The third stage of the transition was 
from 
Shoik-Zoweid 
to 
Rafa 
and 
marked entry 
into 
the 
country 
of 
wheat. 
The graK.<i was no longer found 
in patches, but stretching away in un- 
dulating 
plains, 
covered 
here 
Avith 
green grass, there with waving barley, 
and bounded on. the one side by the 
golden dunes, the la.st ramparts of the 
desert that fringes the coast, and on 
the other hy the blue hills that run in 
an unbroken line through .Fudea and 
Samaria to Galilee and the mountains 
of Lebanon. 


With the passing of Rafa the British 
army began the English 
occupation 
of Palestine and opened a new era in 
the history of the east. 


PJarly in .fanuary a bold cavalry dash 
drove the Turks out of their last port 
in Egyjitian territory. 
El-Arish was 
turned into a big railway depot, and 
today for tbe fir.st time a railway line 
runs direct from Africa to Asia. 


Held by I>cc Tribes. 


El-Arish is thirty miles 
from 
the 
frontiers of 
Syiia, 
as 
fixed by the 
Turco-Egyptian 
agreement 
of 
1895. 
As in the days of Israel's wanderings 
across 
the 
wilderness 
the 
country 
around 
El-Arish is inhabited 
by 
a 
number of tribes living independently 
of each other and knowing no over- 
lord. 


It i.s strange how few villages are 
scattered along the green tract between 
El-Arish and the Egyptian frontier. 
It 
is cultivated in primitive fashion by 
Bedouins, who have no settled home 
but wander about with their goatskin 
tents as fancy or nece.ssity takes them. 
Since the coming of the stranger they 
have gone far afield and 
left 
their 
farms to J;he guardianship of the ad- 
vancing forces. 


Just over the Syrian border the ad- 
vance began to pas.s through towns of 
more formal character. 
Thirty miles 
northwest, Gaza, the third city of Pal- 
estine. 
From El-Arish to Gaza will be 
a populous countryside before long. 
The Bedouins are the successors of 
the rover Phillistines and have thus 
far held up the development of a fer- 
tile country, but a strong British power 
will curb theni as did David and Solo- 
mon in their time.

Avith "packing a punch," while Kilbane's 
has been in evidence on numerous occas- 
ions; 


His last bout of consequence was with 
George Chaney, who had left a path of 
ruined boxing reputations behind him to 
get a chance at the champion. 
Chaney 
lasted just three rounds Avlth Kilbane. 


Ten-round bouts have fallen into disre- 
pute because, without decisions, it is so 
much easier for a couple of fighters to 
stall through without risking anything, 
than to really try, that the public has been 
made the goat time after time. 
But this 
should be different. 


Kilbane has everything to win and verj- 
little to lose. 
A defeat at the hands of 
Welsh would not take his title. But should 
he defeat Welsh he would bo the holder 
of the title in both feather and lightweight 
divisions. 
This would mean thou.sands of 
dollars to him. 


Kilbane will try. He doesn't fear Welsh. 
He is after that title. 


Welsh will try, too. 
He will not take 
any chances on losing the sinecure worth 
thousands of dollars a year to him.

DRINK RULES 


ARE HODIHED 


Petrograd, April 24.— (Via London.)

government

excess of one and a half degrees is 
prohibited throughout Russia. 


Second—Export to foreign countries 
of grape wines of every kind is permit- 
ted regardless of their percentage of 
alcohol. 


Third—Tn wine 
growing 
districts 
the sale of wines pi'oduced locally a n d 
not containing a percentage of alcohol 
in excess of twelve degrees is per- 
mitted. 
Sales of these wines outside 
of the wine growing districts is only 
permitted in towns and m a y be pro- 
hibited by the municipal authorities.

Amsterdam, April 24.—-Major Mo- 


raht, writing in the Tagcs Zeitung, 
says that the results of the French of- 
fensive are hitherto completely un- 
important.

"The possession of single portions 


of terrain such as trenches, villages 
and borders of woods, no longer plays 
a decisive role, in deeply echolned and 
fortified zones. The aim oC the Ger- 
man defense is, even at the cost of 
abandoning the dead together with 
war materials and portions of posi- 
tions, to maintain our own strength 
while destroying that of the enemy and 
preventing him from attaining his 
strategical aim, which is to break 
through. For this purpose it is neces- 
sary to keep the fighting lines mobile." 


The writer considers that by yielding 


at some points the Germans may forco 
their opponents to fight without the 
support o£ their heavy artillery and 
consequently expose them to destruc- 
tion by the German infantry and artil- 
lery fire. These tactics, he claims give 
repealed opportunities for German 
counter attacks with reserves, who arc 
outside the range of the enemy fire. 
Ho continues: 


"Tactical success in modern battles 


is not judged by the gain of single por- 
tions of terrain or the amount of 
booty, but depends on the complete 
physical and moral disorganization of 
the enemy, owing to their loss of 
strength through the destructive ef- 
forts of artillery fire. 
This aim has 


been attained by tho Germans in the 
gigantic struggle on the western front. 
The first and greatest attacks of the

failed, being 


choked by the blood of the attn-ckcrs.

would be ample to give Fort Wayne a mttniqipal assembly hall of a 
•ize, appointments and architectural character that would answer 
every public need and reflect credit on the community there has been 
a train of events that constantly decreased the purchasing power of 
that much money. 


To begin with, the sum decided npon as sufficient was determined 


by the probability that nothing would have to be spent for a building 
site. Public opinion declined to accept any situation that the city it- 
self had to offer, either on the municipal ground along Clinton street 
or in any of the parks. Thirty-five thousand dollars alrendy has gone 
for a site that itself is inadequate for the purposc,though the location 
is most eligible. 


Since the financial plans were mac the costs of labor and building 


materials have constantly risen. They are higher today than over and 
the prospect seems certain that the peak has not been reached. 


All things taken together, it is no exaggeration to say that nn 


assembly hall possible of realization from the funds available can at 
best be but 50 per cent, of the building that was in mind when the pro 
ject first took defnite form. "Will such a result be a realization of the 
public ambition and enterprise that gave impulse to this project and 
dictated an almost unanimous declaration of purpose when the bond 
issue was voted on? 


We believe there ought to be delay of this enterprise until normal 


times and conditions return. It will deprive Fort Wayne of the use ol 
the assembly hall for a period, but what the community has marie 
shift to get along without for decades it can get along without for nn-

Those who merely raise food crops for their own consump-1 
tion will save money by it and those who raise food crops for the 
market will make money by it. Every pound of food thus produced 
will add that much to the country's defensive resources and make 
America stronger and greater and more useful to a whole world that 
is suffering from the shortage of food. 


Fort Wayne is doing well, but must do still more. Those who have 


soil of their own and are able to cultivate it should do so. Those who 
have soil and are unable or unwilling to work upon it owe the use of it 
to those who will make it produce.

Washington, April 24.—If the action 


of the democratic caucus favoring war 
prohibition threw the liquor interests 
Into consternation, as the report goes, 
it also brought to the prohibition ranks 
a large number of prominent and in- 
fluential men who are In favor of the 
dry policy during the war on strictly 
business and economic grounds. 


"I am flrmly convinced." said F. A. 


Vanderlip, of the National City bank, 
of New York, "that a national prohi- 
bition measure would be of transcend- 
ant importance in its effect upon na- 
tional spirit, 'conserving and increasing 
our food supply, releasing labor for 
other productive channels when the 
need is acute. The plants could be 
quickly turned to industrial uses for 
which the need is so pressing."

Melbourne, Australia, April 24.— 


Rabbit-trapping and exportation of 
refrigerated rabbit* ha* experienced a 
boom an a result of the war. 
Hereto- 


fore the rabbit* have been a curse to 
Australia and 
million* of pounds 


sterling have been expended In an ef- 
fort to eradicate them. 


Lately, however, the commonwealth 


authorities have been taking an ac- 
tive Interest In rabbits for consump- 
tion both In Australia and abroad. The 
view that the rabbit la a pest which 
should bo extirpated Is not being en- 
couraged. Steps have been taken by 
the government to have the poisoning 
of the anlmaln suspended, and trap- 
pers are being urged to maintain the 
output for consumption. 


Undoubtedly this policy Is a result 


of the war strain upon food supplies 
in Great Britain and among the other 
entente allies. 
A month or two ago 


the British government notified the 
commonwealth government that it 
had decided to buy the whole of the 
surplus of Australian refrigerated rab- 
bits for the 
season of 1917. The 


transaction will involve about $2,500,- 
000. 
Last season Australia exported 


10,296,000 pairs of rabbits, showing 
the extent of the supply which Great 
Britain has contracted to take.

To Cut Duplication 


ot Railway Service 


Chicago, April 24.—Duplication of 


passenger service by different railroads 
between the same points at practically 
the same time is to be eliminated as 
far as possible if plans announced by 
operating officials of a number of the 
big trunk lines in conference here to- 


ay can be successfully worked out. 
'he elimination of unnecessary trains 


is for the purpose of conserving the 
facilities of the roads so that the best 
possible service be at the disposal ot 
the government and also to economize 
by reducing operating expenses. 


Whether the change will be perma- 


nent has not been determined, as this 
is said to depend on how workable the 
plans are after being tried. 


Washington. April 24.—Among the 


most notable figures in France are the 
members of tho French mission, who 
have just set foot on American soil. 


At the head of the mission is Rene 


Viviani, minister of justice and vice 
president of the council of ministers, 
who embodies the 
highest type of 


French democracy. He is a progres- 
sive in every sense, belonging to the 
Independent socialist party, which In- 
cludes such men as Painleve, Briand 
and. Millerand. As minister ot labor 
in the Clemenceau cabinet he passed 
the workers' pension law through par- 
liament. 
Other members of the party are:

Joseph 
Jacques 
Cesalre

commandcr-ln-chicf 
ot the 


French armies until last December, 
now military adviser of the govern- 
ment: Vice Admiral P. L. A. Choche- 
prat, dean of French admirals, and an 
expert on submarine problems: Mar- 
quis Pierre De Chambrun. member ol 
the chamber of deputies, and a student 
of international affairs; M. Simon, in- 
spector of finances: M.Hovelacnuc. In- 
spector general of public instructions 
and Surgeon Major Dreyfus. 


Vlvlanl's Career. 


On June 14. 1914. Vivlani. who Is 


45 years old. succeeded Gaston Roum- 
crque as president of tho council of 
ministers and minister of foreign af- 
fairs. 
In that dual capacity ho ac- 


companied President Polncaro on 
•special mission to Russia and only four 
days after their return to Paris, wa 
was declared on France by Germany 
It was primarily because Vivian! was 
a member of President Polncarc's cab 
Inet whon the wpr broke out that • 
has been retained, notwithstanding the 
mutations of French politics, involv 
Inc extensive changes in the_c»b)nel 
Tho French people felt that to porml 
him to retire might be construed an 
evidence of their 
disapproval 


Franco's entry Into tho war. 
Besides 


there was immense personal popular- 
ity for tho man himself. 


A Marshal of France. 


Marshal Joffre Is tho only man in 


France since the close of the French- 
Prussian war in 1870. who has been 
authorized to boar tho Illustrious title 
of marshal of Franco and this dis- 
tinction was conferred 
on 
him by 


unanimous action of the French cham- 
ber in grateful 
recognition of his 


splendid services as a military trainer 
in what probably was the most criti- 
cal moments In French history. His 
officers and soldiers, however, scarcely 
know him by the distinguished title. 
To them he has been "Our Joftre" or 
"Grandpa," since he led them to vic- 
tory on the Marne and finally turned 
Ihe tide ot the German Invasion. 


Yet these familiar nicknames never 


conveyed to the 
French 
mind any 


sense of weakness. Beloved as he was 
By his soldiers, Joltro is In fact a strict 
atscipllnarlan. His main concern, aft- 
er making all of his dispositions to 
secure victory, hfts been the protec- 
tion of tho lives of his men. This was 
Illustrated in a small, but important 
manner early in the war, when he 
ruthlessly disregarded the traditional 
French love for the famous red trous- 
ers and had them discarded for the 
present blue uniform. Common sense 
is rated as his distinguishing char- 
acteristic. He never permits himself 
to become excited under the most se- 
vere strain. 
Found Joffre Serene.. 


In the darkest days of the war, in 


August, 1014, the minister of war paid 
a hasty visit to Joffre's headquarters, 
then located In a small house at 
Romilly. behind the Marne. 


The German progress was still in 


full swing, yet the minister came back 
to Paris buoyed up with hope and sure 
of ultimate victory. For he had found 


• the great general calm, serene and ab- 


solutely confident of the ability of his 
army to check the German invaders at 
that point, a promise abundantly re- 
deemed In his subsequent victories. 
Joffre was cornmander-in-chief of the 
French army at the beginning of the 
war and he remained in that position 
until December .last, when he gave 
place to Gen. Nivelle to become mar- 
shal and military adviser of the gov- 
ernment. 
In responding to the call of active 


duty, his services are placed at the dis- 
posal of the American people, whon 
ho comes to advise In the beat way o 
organizing, disciplining, equipping anc 
perhaps transporting to Europe the 
greatest army which the country has 


• ever called into being. 


The marshal was born in 1852 at 


Rivesaltes, in the Pyrcnes, of par- 
ents in the middle station of life. At 
17 he becamo a student in the great 
French military school, the Ecole 
Polytechnique. The Franco-Prussian 
war in 1870 found him a sublieutenant 
In the artillery defending a Paris fort. 
After the war he devoted some time to 
engineering works. His thorough mas- 
tery of military science, brought him 
rapid promotion and in 1911 he was 
vice president of tho superior war 
council, chief of tho general staff and 
practically head of tho army. In that 
capacity he pushed the 1913 law for 
three years military service, which is 
now conceded to have been the salva- 
tion of France. 
Dean of tho French Nnvy. 


Vice Admiral Chocheprat is dean of 


he French vice admirals and has a 
ank as high as can be obtained in the 
'"ranch navy, as there Is no admiral. 
ie is a practical sailor with a most in- 
imate knowledge of naval construc- 
ion and ordnance and it Is said he 
•cnows as much of submarine warfare 
as any man in the Fre'ncTi navy. Sev- 
eral of the devices which have proven 
o be of notable service in entrapping 
hese under water craft are believed to 
have been originated by Admiral 
Jhochreprat. Consequently he is the

11, 18G5. 
After studying law he en- 


tered politics and in 1SU8 was elected 
deputy for the department fo Lozerrc. 
which he has represented ever si nee- 
He centered his interests on foreign 
affairs and has become a notable au- 
thority In that lino. 


Marquis Do Chambnm Is a son of 


the Marquis Do Chambrun. who was 
legal adviser for many years of tho 
French legation In Washington. The 
marquis spent his youth here and mar- 
ried Miss Rives Nichols, step-daughter 
ot Bellamy Storcr, one time member 
of congress and ambassador to Vienna 
In 
Roosevelt's 
administration. His 


brother. Comto Aldebert Do Cham- 
bru'n'T'was- formeriymllltary attache 
In Washington and married a sister ot 
Representative Nicholas Longworth. 
Another brother. Comto Charles De 
Chambrun, for six years was secretary 
of the embassy In Washington and is 
now first secretary ot tho French cm- I 
bassy in Petrograd. 


Noted as a Financier. 


M. Simon. Inspector of finances, has 


an enviable reputation in Franco as an 
authority on finance. For a long time 
ho was stationed In Mexico trying to 
adjust the extensive financial Interests 
of French citizens In mat country. Ho 
is also well known in financial circles 
of the United States. 


M. Hovclacque, inspector of public 


instruction, is well known in educa- 
ional circles In America. He is a grad- 
uate of the highest French university 
and Is a great admirer of American 
nstitutions, particularly of tho public 
school system. He has paid more than 


dozen visits to the United States, the 


ast one a year ago, making a special 
study of educational problems. 


Surgeon Major Dreyfus is not the 


famous Major Dreyfus whose case 
icarly disrupted tho French army 
decade ago. He was a private prac- 
ticing physician at the beginning of 
the war when called into military 
service and attached closely to the per- 
son of General Joffre, whom he has 
accompanied on every trip to Eng- 
land, Italy and elsewhere.
